PHILADELPHIA, May 18-—The 
Roosevelt administration, through 
Postmaster-General-Democratic Na- 
tional Chairman Farley, gambled on 
Pennsylvania and lost. The nomi- 


ation of Charles Alvin Jones, 


Pittsburgh lawyer, put up by the 
Democratic State Committee, for 
the governorship over Thomas Ken- 
nedy, the present Lieutenant-Gover- 


vor and Secretary-Treasurer of the 


United Mine Workers of America, 
was a damaging blow to the pres- 
tige and the political aspirations of 
Kennedy's three backers, Farley, 
Senator Guffey and John L. Lewis, 
all political intimates of President 

Roosevelt. 

The Jones victory, supplemented 
by the easy nomination of Gov. 
George H. Earle for the Senate 
over Mayor S. Davis Wilson of 
Philadelphia, puts the regular Dem- 
ocratic organization of State Chair- 
man David L. Lawrence, Philadel- 
phia Chairman John Kelley and 
Matthew H. McCloskey, Philadel- 
phia contractor, definitely in con- 
trol of the powerful State Demo- 
cratic machine and marks these 
men as influential factors in the 
140 Democratic presidential cam- 
paign. 

Republican Results. 

In both the Democratic and the 
Republican primaries yesterday the 
more efficient organizations won. 
For the Republican “gubernatorial 
nomination Superior Court Judge 
Arthur H. James had the backing

GULF OIL GIVES BONUSES 
TO 25,000 AS INCENTIVE 


They Average Half Month Pay; 
“Recognition of Loyalty and 
Faithful Service.” 

By the Associated Press. 
PITTSBURGH, May 18.— The 
Gulf Oil Corporation began distri- 
bution of bonuses today to 25,000 
employes in many parts of the 
United States under a recently in- 
augurated “incentive plan.” 
Bonuses averaged a half month’s 


officials declined to estimate the 
actual amount. Treasurer J. E. 
Nelson said: 

“Under the terms of the incen- 
tive compensation plan of the Gulf 
Oil Corporation, distribution is now 
being made to all employes of the 
domestic gulf companies in recog- 
nition of their loyal and faithful 
services, which contributed to the 
successful results for 1937.” 

All employes with six months or 
more service were eligible for 
bonuses under the plan adopted a 
year ago by stockholders. Officials 
said distribution of the bonuses 
would require several days. 


SPANISH MAJOR KILLED 
TRYING TO FLEE TO FRANCE 


Frontier Guards Cross Border to 
Shoot Chief of Loyalist Forces 
at Figueras. 

By the Associated Press. 

PERPIGNAN, ce, May 18.— 
Spanish Government frontier au- 
thorities presented formal apologies 
to French officials last night for 
the killing of a Spanish officer, 
Maj. Arcadio Gomez Palencia, on 
French soil. 

A mobile guard investigation dis- 
closed that Maj. Palencia, chief of 
Spanish Government carabineros 
at Figureas, just across the Span- 
ish-French border, had fled about 
50 yards into France when he was 
shot down by Spanish militiamen 
Monday. 

Although the Spanish fired a vol- 
ley from their own side of the 
line, Spanish frontier guards crossed 
into France, killed the wounded 
man and dragged his body back to 
Spanish territory. Spanish officials 
said he was killed trying to desert 
into France. 


6 JAPANESE CORRESPONDENTS 


Unreported After Sudden Attack; 
Three Who Escaped Think 
Others Were Killed. 
SHANGHAL May 18. — Six war 
correspondents and photographers 
of Domei, Japanese news agency, 
ambushed by Chinese last night at 
Watzukow, 30 miles southwest of 
Suchow, were ‘still missing tonight. 
The Domei men and three corre- 
spondents of the Tokio newspaper, 
Asahi, were moving toward the 
‘front with a Japanese infantry de- 
tachment when the Chinese at- 
tacked suddenly in the dark. The 
Asahi reporters all escaped and filed 
stories of the incident, expressing 
fears for the fate of the others. 


POOR ITALIAN WHEAT CROP 


ROME, May 18.—Italy, facing the 
poorest wheat harvest in years, took 
steps yesterday to increase the 
percentage of wheat substitutes in 
flour. 

In conformity with the program 
of the Ministry of Corporations, a 
number of regional wheat coun- 
cils, including that of Milan, in- 
creased from 10 to 20 per cent the 
amount of wheat substitutes to be 
used in milling. Corn flour is the 
commonest substitute, and a short 
corn crop presented added difficul- 
ties: Use of a certain proportion 


of rice and potato flour is per- 
mitted.

WASHINGTON, May 18.—Attor-

“eonference, the At- 
torney-General said he considered 
it would be “improper” to investi- 
gate Norman Thomas’ charge that 
he had been kidnaped by Jersey 
City policemen, because Thomas al- 
ready had begun legal action. 

Cummings added, however, that 
the department would seek to deter- 
mine if any persons in Jersey City 
were being deprived of civil rights 
guaranteed by Federal law. 

Numerous ts. 

He said the inquiry was being 
made at the request of many per- 
sons who had sent complaints to 
the White House and the Justice 
Department. He said neither Pres- 
ident Roosevelt nor Postmaster- 
General Farley was among those 
lsuggesting the investigation. 

“We are proceeding on the gen- 
eral theory,” Cummings said, “that 
the Department of Justice likes to 
keep up to date on all events and 
if possible a jump ahead.” 

The Federal law to which Cum- 
mings referred is the one which 
the Government has invoked in the 
current Harlan County (Ky.) trial. 
Passed in 1870, the law prohibits 
interference with the exercise of 
individuals’ civil rights. 

He said he had received no re- 
quest from Representative O’Con- 
nell (Dem.), Mon to investi- 
gate action of Jersey City authori- 
ties under Mayor Frank e in 
denying him a public address per- 
mit. O'Connell called off a sched- 
uled address when it appeared vio- 
lence would follow. 

Cummings declined to identify the 
complaints or give the exact na- 
ture of their charges. He said he 
could not recall whether Norman 
Thomas was among those who 
asked for the inquiry but said he 
believed it “quite likely.”

He Had Fuil Control of 
Books — Head of Con- 
cern’s Inspection and Au- 
dit Led to Discharge. 


William J. Holwell, trusted em- 
ploye for 17 years of the Hartwig- 
Dischinger Realty Co., 2808 North 
Grand boulevard, was held at Police 
Headquarters today pending an in- 
vestigation by the Circuit Attor- 
ney of a shortage of more than 
$42,000 in his accounts. 

Holwell, who was assistant treas- 
urer of the corporation and a stock- 
holder until he was discharged last 
February, declared in a statement 
to reporters that although he was 


and funds he got none of the 
ing money. 

It was learned from an authorti- 
tative source, however, the 
surety company which signed his 
bond already had indemnified the 
real estate company for the loss. 

Holwell said that when the short- 
age was discovered he surrendered 
18 shares of stock in Hartwig-Disch- 
inger, which he owned, with a par 
value of $100 112 value 
of $150.

In Charge of Office. 

As assistant treasurer of the 
company, Holwell, a stocky man of 
43, with a shy air, was in charge of 
the office and was custodian of the 
books, His duties included the col- 
lection of funds taken to the office 
by customers of the company in 
payment of rent, notes and the like. 
Trusting him tmplicitly, the com- 
pany accepted his annual reports 
as reliable statements of the finan- 
cial position of the concern, and 
did not have his books audited. 

However, Holwell related today, 
Adam Hartwig, president of the 
company, discovered seme discrep- 
ancies in looking over the booxs 
last Detember. When an explana- 
tion was not forthcoming, auditors 
were hired and as a result of their 
preliminary findings, Holwell was 
fired. At that time he was getting 
a monthly salary of $215, which had 
been reduced two years ago from 
$240. 
Over Period of Seven Years. 


The shortage, the police were in- 
formed, extended back over a peri- 
od of about seven years. The 
auditors reported that money paid 
by customers for rent, mortgage 
notes and other obligations was not 
deposited in the company’s bank 
account, of which Holwell was in 
control. 

In many cases where money was 
diverted in this manner, the audi- 
tors reported, the transaction called 
for relaying the funds to a third 
party. For example, the company 
acted as collection agency for pay- 
ments of rent and mortgage 
stallments for its clients. in many 
such cases, it was stated, money 
paid to mortgage holders and prop- 


ceipts for which there was no cor- 
responding entry on the concern’s 
books. None of these will suffer 
any loss because of the irregulari- 
ties, it was stated.

LOS ANGELES, May 13. — The

The pilot had not cut the motor 
switches, and this indicated the 
crash was wholly unexpected, The 
gasoline tanks exploded. 

The big ship cut a path through 
400 yards of shrubs, timber and 
yucca. Strewn along this path were 
four bodies, parts of the plane and 
personal effects of the occupants. 
One of the twin motors tore loose 
and rolled 150 yards down the 
mountainside. One propeller was 
shorn off. The fuselage was shred- 
ded, apparently by the explosion. 
The crash occurred only 30 miles 
from Union Air Terminal in Bur- 
bank, from where the flight started. 
Ambulances were sent into the 
Sierra Pelona Mountain area from 
San Fernando. The bodies had to 
be carried a mile and a half to the 
Mint Canyon highway. 

Flyer’s Report. 
“Only the wings were visible, and 


‘they were black and charred,” said 


Marion West, who flew over the 
scene. “The fuselage seemed to be 
entirely gone; indicating it was 
blown away by an explosion.” 

West said the wreckage was 
strewn along the mountainside, 
about 75 feet from the summit. The 
altitude is approximately 4000 feet. 

George Armistead, who piloted 
West's plane, said he believed the 
transport followed the Mint Canyon 
highway, became lost in the heavy 
fog that has blanketed the area for 
the last five days, and tried to es- 
cape by turning north. 

Walter Peterson a rancher, 
reached the crash scene in brush- 
covered, low-sloping hills about 
5:30 a. m., having decided to make 
a search after a neighbor woman 
told him last night of hearing an 
airplane Monday afternoon.

SHANGHAI, May 18.—Despera 
Chinese resistance held Japanese 
assault units well away from the 
walis of battered, strategic Suchow 
tonight, and Chinese reported other 
Japanese forces in the Tangshan 
sector, 50 miles west of Suchow, had 
been thrown back in a significant 


action. 

A Chinese communique said the 
defenders of the important Lunghai 
Railway had launched a counter-of- 
fensive south of Tangshan and had 
driven a Japanese column there 
back almost to Yungcheng, in 
Honan Province. 

In Hankow, a Chinese army 
spokesman asserted this drive had 
„broken the spearhead of the Jap- 
anese advance toward the Lunghai 
railway from the south” He as- 
serted Chinese lines still were 
“fundamentally unbroken“ and 
Chinese “morale remains excellent.“ 

Japanese artillery continued to 
shell Suchow’s west wall and gates, 
but there were indications that cap- 
ture of the city, key to the far- 
flung Central China battlefront, 
was proving more difficult than 
Japanese reports have represented. 

Still Four Miles Away. 

A Japanese infantry column, ad- 
vancing “under eover of artillery 
fire, reported capture of Chang- 
chwang, a village four miles from 
suchow’s west gate, and that ap- 
peared to be the nearest point yet 
reached by the invaders.

Earlier Japanese reports said all

Central Government troops had 
been withdrawn from Suchow. 

The crack troops, the Japanese 
reported, were removed from Su- 
chow before the invaders cut the 
Lunghai Railway and encircled the 
city. The Chinese were said to be 
moving into position around Kwei- 
teh and Kaifeng, 2 for ex- 
pected Japanese at ere. 

It was reported, however, that 
about 250,000 Chinese troops, mostly 
provincials, were trapped in the 

Japanese ring about Suchow.. 

Thousands of soldiers and civil- 
fans were said to have left the city 
by the east gate, pouring through 
the countryside to avoid the Jap- 
anese columns closing in on all 
sides. 

A Japanese communique sald 
the west wall already had been 
seriously damaged by systematic 

bombardment from hill positions a 
few miles away. Concentration of 
the shelling on this side indicat- 
ed the infantry intended to attack 
there.

The closest Japanese columns 
were approaching from the west, 
northwest and southwest.

BUT EXPENSES RISE 


Wages, Taxes and Coal 
Pacific’s $8,778,893 Def- 
icit Is Largest. 


The plight of many of the coun- 
try’s railroads is aptly illustrated 
by the 19387 annual reports of the 
five having headquarters in St. 
Louis, which showed they ended 
the year “in the red”—altogether 
$22,173,051 “in the red.” 

As gieaned from their reports, 
the reason was sharp declines in 
business beginning late last sum- 
mer coupled with constantly in- 
creasing costs of operations. Con- 
tributing largely to greater ex- 
penses were wage increases which 
became effective last August and 
October, higher taxes and increased 
costs of supplies, particularly coal. 

Deficits of the five St. Louis rail- 
roads for 1937—that is, the amounts 
by which their earnings failed to 
yun fixed charges—were as fol- 
ows: 

Missouri Pacific, $8,778,893. 

Frisco, $7,930,109. 

Wabash, $3,051,791. 

Missouri-Kansas-Texas, $1,625,477. 

Cotton Belt, $944,163. 

Four of the five are in the hands 
of United States District Court, 
seeking reorganization to clear the 
track of financial obstacles result- 
ing from collision of heavy capitali- 
zations with lean revenues of de- 
pression years.

In general, railroad earnings held 
up fairly well in the first six 
months of 1937, even in the face 


prices for fuel. But the up- 
ward trend was reversed sharply as 
revenues dropped when the new de 
pression began. The wage in- 
creases aggravated earnings con- 
ditions. First quarter reports for 
1938 have indicated no general im- 
provement, 


One of the results of declining 
business and heavier expenses has 
been the closing of many railroad 
shops for certain periods, in order 
to conserve cash, and the conse- 
quent laying off of workers. 


Lines Being Well Maintained. 


For the most part, the St. Louis 
railroads have managed to keep in 
good physical condition, even under 
the difficulties of finding funds for 
needed repairs, additions and bet- 
terments. For example, the trustees 
of the Frisco said in the annual 
report that, although they had 
spent more than $27,000,000 since 
they took charge in November, 
1932, including $15,900,000 applied 
on equipment trust certificates and 
$9,400,000 spent for betterments, the 
expenditures were derived from op- 
erations without resort to borrowing 
for any purpose.

SENATE FOR BARRING 
MOVIE BLOCK-BOOKING 


It Passes Neely Bill and Sends 
It to House—Heavy 
4 Penalties Attached. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 18—Dis- 
tributors of movie films could be 
fined $500 and imprisoned a year 
for engaging in block-booking un- 
der a bill passed yesterday by the 
Senate and sent to the House. Sim- 
flar penalties would be provided for 
‘blind selling, or the purchase of 
films before they have been pro- 
duced. 
The measure, offered by Senator 
Neely (Dem.), West Virginia, 
passed the chamber on a voice vote. 
Senator Johnson (Rep.) California, 
sought unsuccessfully to force a 
record vote, Neely told the Senate 
the legislation would tend to im- 
prove motion pictures by permit- 
ting exhibitors to show only the 
type of films demanded by the pub- 


He said that because distributors 
often required exMibitors to lease 
an entire block of films in order to 
ghow one which they desired, they 
were compelled to lease “bad pic 
tures.” 


The West Virginia Senator said 
“one of the world’s most powerful 
lobbies” had prevented action on 
his bill for several years. 

Senator White (Rep.), Maine, 
criticised the legislation as loosely 
drawn and asserted that “block- 
buying, as such, is not a reality.” 
He added, “I believe a: target has 
been created at which the proposed 
legislation is aimed.” The result, 
White said, would be increased cost 
of distribution and increased cost 
to the American public, 

Senator Borah (Rep.), Idaho, sup- 
ported the bill, contending that 
block booking was . undemocratic 
and unwarranted. The Senate 
adopted an amendment by Senator 
Minton (Dem.), Indiana, to exempt 
gubjects of less than 2000 feet from 
the bill's prohibitions. News reels 
were also exempted.

Yesterday the directors notified 
the County Clerk that, at the last 
minute under the Jaw, they -had 
levied the maximum tax..

gency tax legislation, which expires 
on June 30, for the fiscal year from 
July 1. 1938, to June 30, 1939. 

The new tax law, it was learned, 
has been drafted but not yet 
printed. It is so far-reaching as 
to require the payment of 2 per cent 
use tax on all commodities on which 
a sales tax has not been paid. 
Similarly, a 3 per cent use tax 
would be charged on all liquor pur- 
chased out of the city by New York 
residents and brought back to New 
York for consumption. 

Another effect of the new tax 
law which is of interest to travelers 
would be to enable the city to col- 
lect a 2 per cent use tax on mer- 
chandise brought into the country 
by residents of the city for use 
here. According to the draft of the 
bill, such a tax would be levied not 
on the price actually paid for the 
article but on the value of it in 
New York after the payment of 
duty. 

For example, perfume bought in 
Europe for $5 would be taxed on 
the basis of its retail valuation 
in the city, which would be con- 
siderably higher. Likewise, suits 


in one of the offices of the Na- 
tional Cash Register Co. in New 
York but shipped direct from the 
firm’s factory in Dayton, O., es- 
caped the sales tax department. 
Under the new law, if the cash reg- 
ister is used by a city business man, 
he would be assessed on the basis 
of the compensating tax. 

Obviously, the city will experi- 
ence some difficulty in collecting 
the tax except in the case of com- 
modities brought in through the 
customs, In this case an examina- 
tion of the customs declarations 
would immediately show the num- 
ber of items purchased by return- 
ing travelers. In the case of mer- 
chandise bought in neighboring 
communities, a harder job would 
be encountered by the city’s tax 
staff. In cases of stores having 
both New York and suburban of- 
fices, investigations would disclose 
purchases by New Yorkers who 
sought to avoid payment of the 
sales tax.

U. S. STEEL ACTS 10 SET ASIDE 
OLD ‘PITTSPURGH PLUS’ ORDER 


Will Petition Court in Case of Fed- 
Man- 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., May 18.—. 
The U. S. Steel Corporation and its 
subsidiaries announced they would 
petition the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals in Philadelphia 
today to set aside the “Pittsburgh 
plus” order of the Federal Trade 
Commission in 1924. 

The order forbade the alleged 
practice of selling products at de- 
livered prices which weré equal to 
the price F. O. B. Pittsburgh, plus 
the amount equal to freight charges 
from Pittsburgh to the destination, 
regardless of the point at which the 
products Were manufactured. 

The corporation said in a state 
ment: “Although the Federal Trade 


Commission has never taken any 
court action to enforce its order, 
the order has never been actually 
rescinded of record. Under the pro- 
visions of a recent amendment to 
the Federal Trade Commission Act, 
such an order would become ‘final’ 
unless action was taken before May 
21 to have it set aside.”

There are many 
things which enter in this situation. First, 
the indifference of Gov. Stark, who has 
been told of the situation by Dr. Elliff, 
yet forgets that the Negroes are anxious 
about our school. 

It seems from the report of Dr. Ellift 
that some of the curators are busily en- 

in the profession of politics and 
that the North Central Association does 
not desire that type of curator. 

Another serious charge is that one 
curator, while an honorable gentleman 
from the standpoint of character, does 
not reside within the State, as provided 
by statutory requirements.

Stark should busy 
himself about our institution, which is the 
highest institution for Negroes in Mis- 
souri.

The company contended that since the men stopped 
work because of dissatisfaction over negotiations for 
a contract on wages and working conditions, there 
was no labor dispute and no unfair labor practice. 
The court upheld the N L R B finding that there-was 
a labor dispute and that an unfair practice had been 
committed. It supported the finding that 3 
in.taking back six (or 11) men and excluding 
five who were active union men, the respondent's 
officials discriminated against the latter on ac- 
count of their union activities, and that the ex- 
cuse given, that they did not apply until after 


the quota was full, was an afterthought and not 
the true reason for the discrimination against 


them. 

In addition to clarifying the rights of labor and 
the responsibilities of employers, the court also cast 
light upon the procedure to be followed by the Labor 
Board. In this case, the NL R B had not followed 
its usual procedure of submitting a trial examiner’s 
tentative report to the company and then conduct- 
ing hearings on the company’s objections. The court 
held, however, that this did not constitute ground 
for reversal of the order to reinstate the men, since 
the company had not been denied a full and adequate 
hearing. 

This has a bearing upon the situation created by 


ago, when an order of the Secretary of Agriculture 
was set aside because, the 6-to-1 court majority held, 
no trial examiner’s report had been filed and the 
stockyards company, having no opportunity to reply 
to such a report, had been deprived of its rights. 
Because of this ruling, the NL R B has hastened to 
seek reopening of the Ford Motor and Republic Steel 
cases, since no trial examiner's report had been en- 
tered in either proceeding. 

The Mackay decision means, therefore, that, even 
lacking a trial examiner’s report, a defendant still 
is not denied his rights if his contentions are fully 
presented by other means. The court, therefore, does 
not intend to bind the NL R B to any set procedure, 
but does require that no one be denied “a full and 
adequate hearing.” 

The Wagner Act ig the law of the land, and the 
Supreme Court, through the Mackay and other de- 
cisions, is gradually clarifying its meaning and there- 
by assisting in its proper administration. This—the 
act having been held constitutional—is the full ex- 
tent of the court’s function. 

To correct deficiencies and injustices in the act, 
as they become known in practice, is a legislative 
duty. Such a case of manifest unfairness as that 
reported in our reprint columns today suggests that 
the task of amendment is one to which Congress in 
the near future must address itself.

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TWENTY YEARS OF AIR MAIL. 

Twenty years ago this week, air mail service was 
inaugurated in this country. The first air mall 
route ran only from New York City to Washington, a 
distance of 218 miles, but even so, it was flown by 
two pilots in relays, with planes that made only 80 
miles an hour. In the two decades since then, that 
218-mile link has expanded into a network of air 
mail routes totaling 62,826 miles, touching every 
corner of the country. 

The early planes, carrying only the pilot, have 
given way to shiny aluminum air liners which carry 
up to 21 passengers, providing a new mode of com- 
mercial transportation as well as conveying the 
mails. The service contributes materially to the 
progress of American aviation in both the civil and 
military branches, 

As a feature of Air Mall week, some 30 cities and 
towns in Missouri which do not have regular air 
mail service will have it tomorrow through a series 
of special pickup flights out of St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City.

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SOCK HIM, SAYS THE JUDGE. 

A Police Judge in Huntington, W. Va., has added 
a footnote to the law and contributed, potentially, 
to the gaiety of the nation. _ Appeared before him 
a strapping young fellow who may well have felt he 
had a friend in court when the Judge leaned over 
and paternally whispered, “Tell me about it, son.”

This, we suppose, is sound practical politics. But 
it leaves the Senator neutral in the fight being con- 
ducted by the Governor to preserve the State Su- 
preme Court from Pendergast domination. In that 
fight, the Senator could deliver lusty blows. Perhaps 
it would be even sounder practical politics if he 
scorned the backing of Pendergast in 1940 and 
smashed the boss’ latest assault upon the principles 
of good government. 
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IN MEXICO CITY AND IN LONDON, 

Mexico's diplomatic breach with Great Britain has 
had the effect, on the one hand, of strengthening the 
position of the Cardenas Government in its own 
country, and, on the other, of bringing about new 
attacks upon the Chamberlain Government. 

In Mexico City, political and labor organisations 
have adopted resolutions backing up the President's 
action. The majority group in the Mexican Chamber 
of Deputies called the break “absolutely justified” be- 
cause of Britain's “insolent” attitude. 

In London, at the same time, the Commons oppo- 
sition was spurred to ask pointed and critics] ques- 
tions of Government spokesmen, who were obviously 
embarrassed by the onslaught. One speaker, refer- 
ring to the British effort to collect an $84,000 claim 
‘from Mexico, which led to the breach, asked if it 
was really worth while adding another to the hostile 
nations for the sake of a few thousand pounds.” 

Cardenas undoubtedly faces a difficult problem in 
conducting the nation’s ofl business after the seizure 
two months ago of foreign properties. He has been 
astute enough, however, to make political capital 
out of London's effort to bring Mexico to terms. It 
is plain that the British Government expected no 
such reaction as a severance of diplomatic relations. 

Regardless of diplomatic and political maneuvers, 
however, two basic facts are all-important: Mexico 
needs a market for her oil and Britain needs a de- 
pendable source of supply. This condition of abun- 
dant supply on the one hand and sizable demand on 
the other may be expected. ultimately to bring the 
two nations together on amicable terms, no matter if 
one or both must make concessions.

Reuben T. Wood is not satisfied with the old-age 
pension system in Missouri. He wants to put more 
pensioners on the rolls and he wants to increase the 
amount of money they are receiving. Mr. Wood is 
head of the Missouri Federation of Labor and a 
member of Congress from the Sixth District. He 
feels the same way about it as his colleague, C. Jasper 
Bell, Representative from the Fourth District and a 
Pendergast henchman. 

Perhaps what they say should not be taken too 
seriously, for there is an election this year and Con- 
gressmen in election years are eager to cultivate 
friendship among all and sundry. There is no doubt 
that it is politically wise to cultivate the friendship 
of the old-age pensioners, who now number more 
than 72,000, and their children, many of whom have 
been relieved of their filial responsibilities by the 
old-age pension law. 

As we pointed out last Sunday anent Mr. Bell's 
complaint that pensioners are not receiving more 
money, if everyone now on the rolls should receive 
the maximum of $30 a month, the total cost would 
be $51,480,000 per biennium, or $14,000,000 more than 
the State spent for all purposes in 1936-86. But Mr. 
Wood goes his colleague one better by proposing that 
“every man and woman over 70 should be receiving 
the maximum amount to which they are entitled, 
without taking a pauper’s oath.” 

This, in effect, would be to repeal the constitutional 
amendment and the statute, which stipulate a show- 
ing of need before pensions are approved; It would 
place on the rolls about 160,000 persons over 70, at a 
biennial cost of $115,200,000, or about $80,000,000 
more than the already exorbitant cost of the old-age 
pension system. 5 *

Bank in 1919 and was one of the

The bank’s name was changed 
to Natural Bridge Bank & Trust 
Co., in 1929 and a few months later 
moved into $125,000 quarters at 
4401 Natural Bridge avenue.

ROCK ISLAND RIGHT-OF-WAY 
HIGHWAY BILL FAVORED 


A favorable report on the bill pro- 
viding for condemnation by the city 
of the former Rock Island Railroad 
right-of-way from De Baliviere ave- 
nue to the city limits, for highway 
purposes, was voted yesterday by 
the Streets Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen.

Denies Has Profited. 

Answering a question by Chaiy- 
man Bone, Ethridge said official 
Government data indicated Euro- 
pean nations which had flooded 
South America with short wave 
broadcasts apparently had derived 
no commercial advantages.

five months ago by the $20,000,000 
Grand River dam project. 
In the first contest between the 
Whoopee and the Sound Sleep fac- 
tions, the Whoopees, led by Miss 
Billie Baker, former Wild West 
show girl, won the first deal when 
she was elected “Boss” of the town 
last week by a vote of 602 to 201 
on a song-and-dance, open-all-night 
platform. . 
However, her opponent, Mrs. Vera 
Silar, was to deal the next hand at 
the end of 30 days and give the 
townspeople a chance to see how 
they liked her program of blue 
laws and a 9 o’clock curfew. Then, 
after another 30 days, there was 
to be another election to decide if 
Billie or Vera held the winning 
cards. 
But four days after Billie had 
lifted the lid, and the town was 
barely getting used to staying up 
all night, Hale Dunn, Chief of 
Police and a county peace officer, 
stepped in with a Frank Hague 
ultimatum, “I am the law,” and an- 
nounced he was taking charge. 
Which left no grounds for further 
argument, since Disney has not yet 
been incorporated, and Chief Dunn 
had behind him a State and 
county commission as a law offi- 
cer, and the legal opinion of Mayes 
County Attorney H. A. Kehn. Hale 
Dunn, said County Attorney Kehn, 
“is in authority and his orders 
cannot be superseded.” 
Neither of the aspirants to be 
Queen of Disney has entirely given 
up hope, nevertheless. One pur- 
pose of the 30-day switch arrange- 
ment was to gauge popular opin- 
ion, for the town already has more 
than 2000 population, and plans 
are being made for incorporation. 
Since no official mayor could be 
elected, the plan tossed into the 
discard by Chief Dunn was con- 
cocted as a sort of trial and error 
experiment to determine policies 
on incorporation, Both women 
“will be heard from later,” when 
a real mayor is elected.

A Bridge Hand 
Difficult to 
Bid Properly 


North and South Find 
Themselves Facing Most 


Perplexing Problem.

OME: hands remind me of skit- 


freak hands; it is the normal dis- 
tributions that often create the 
most difficult bidding problema, 
Consider the dilemma in which

I have not completed the bidding 
in the above sequence, but have in- 
serted a question mark at North’s 
second bidding opportunity. What 
would you, dear reader, bid on 
North's hand at that point? Just 
between you and me, there is no 
perfect, nor even/good bid available 
to North! The most that North 
can do ig to choose the least of 
many evils. Let us run over all the 
conceivable calls that North now 
can make. He can bid three clubs; 
he can bid four clubs; he can bid 
two no trump, or he can even possi- 
bly double for penalties. He cannot 
raise diamonds with only the four 
and deuce as support. He must 
not even consider jumping to four 
no trump under the four-five no 
trump convention, merely because 
he has two aces and the king of 
a bid suit. At this stage he hasn't 
the remotest idea whether he can 


a slam. For all he knows, South 
may have a singleton club. 

Well, let us consider the respeoc- 
tive virtues of the conceivable calls 
mentioned. Three clubs is much 
too weak a bid. South will feel 
that North is just sparring with the 
opponents, attempting to outbid 
them for a part score; that he has 
a good club suit, but little, if any- 
thing, else. Four clubs is better, 
but it has the defect of passing the 
three no trump level which may be 
the salvation of the hand. Two no 
trump is not bad if we can over~ 
look the fact that North has no sign 
of a stopper in the adversely bid 
suit, hearts. He can, of course, as- 
sume that South probably has a 
heart stopper as part of his original 
bid, but there is nothing sure about 
this. South might easily hold the 
A-K of diamonds and A-Q of spades 
and not a spot in hearts. 

There is one other bid, un- 
conventional and therefore not men- 
tioned among the conceivable bids 
which North can make, i. e., two 
spades on a three-card suit. This is 
dangerous and open to misinterpre- 
tation. If South holds four spades 
he may insist on game in that suit 
and North will find himself play- 
ing with only seven trumps. 

Weighing all these objections, it 


‘appears that North’s best solution 


is to bid four clubs. Three no trump, 
if bid, probably would depend on a 
good break in the club suit, and if 
that break did not materialize the 
defeat might be severe, i. e., the 
opponents might run a great many 
heart tricks. If five clubs fail, the 
loss should be con:paratively small. 
(It must be noted that the four 
club bid is not an absolute force: 
that South with a weak hand and 
a singleton club is permitted to 
pass.) On the cards actually held 
South would raise four clubs to five, 
and with the 2-2 trump break the 
contract would be a laydown. In 
fact, had diamonds broken as well, 


an extra trick would be there for 
the taking.
